what thing was counted the ſtrongeſt of all others. He 
that could reſolve this, in reward of his excelling Wiſ- 
eas dom, ſhould be clad in Purple, drink in Gold, ſleep 
eas ona Bed of Gold, and fit next to Darius. None but 
e a they doubtleſs, who were reputed Wiſe, had the Qne- 
nM tion propounded to them. Who after, ſome reſpite gi- 
ven them by the King to conſider, in full Aſſembly of 
all his Lords and graveſt Counſellors, return'd ſeve- 
rally what they thought. The firſt held that Wine 
was ſtrongeſt ; another that the King was ſtrongeſt. 
But Zorobabel, Prince of the Captive Jews, and Heir 
to the Crown of Judah, being one of them, proy'd 
Women to be ſtronger than the King, for that he him- 
ſelf had ſeen a Concubine take his Crown from off his 
Head to ſet it upon her own: And others, beſides him,

She 
never ſuffers Injury to prevail, but when Falſhood firſt 
penn over Truth; and that is alſo a kind of Juſtice 
one on them who are ſo Deluded: Though wicked 
Kings, and Tyrants, counterfeit the Sword, as ſome 
did that Buckier, fabld to fall from Heaven into the 
Capitol; yet, ſhe communicates her Power to none 
but ſuch: as, like her ſelf, ate Juſt, or at leaſt will do 
Juſtice. For it were extream Paxtiallity and Injuſtice, 
the flat Denyal and Overthrow of her felf, to put her

Darius; and: freed his Country, and the People of 
God from the Captivity of Babylon. Which I ſhall not 
yet Deſpair to do, if they in this Land whoſe minds 
are yet Captive, be as Ingenuous to acknowledge the 
Strength and Supren acy of Juſtice, as that Heathen 
King was, to confeſs the Strength of Truth; or let 
them, but as he did, graut that, and they will ſoon 
perceive that Truth reſigns all her outward Strength 
to juſtice; juſtice therefore muſt needs be Strongeſt, 
both in her own, and in the Strength of Truth. 

But if a King may do among Men, whatſoever is his 
Will and Pleaſure, and notwithſtanding, be unac- 
countable to Men, then, contrary to this Magnitfy'd 
Wiſdom of Zorobabel, neither Truth nor Juſtice, but 
the King is Strongeſt of all other things; which that 
Perſian Monarch himſelf, in the midſt of all his Pride 
and Glory, durſt not aſſume. {ee 4 

Let us ſee therefore what this King hath to affirm, 
why the Sentence of juſtice, and the Weight of that 
Sword which ſhe delivers into the Hands of Man, 
ſhould be more Partial to him offending, than to all 
others of. Human Race. Firſt he Pleads that No Law 
of God or Man gives to pl Power or Fudicature 
without or againſt him. Which Aſſertion ſhall be prov'd 

The firſt expreſs 

Law of God giv'n to Mankind, was that to Noah, as 

a Law in general to all the Sons of Men.

meaning his choſen People, as is evident in that 
Pſalm, yet no Man will argue thence, that he Pro- 
tects them from Civil Laws it they offend; then cer- 
tainly,-Tthough, David as a Private Mag, and in bis 
own Eauſe, fear d to lift his Hand againſt the Lord's 
Anointed, much leſs can this forbid the Law, or Diſ- 
arm Juſtice from having Legal Power againſt any 
King.

Theodofins the Emperor having made a fliughrer of | 
the Theſſalonians for Sedition, but -too'erueliy, Was 
Excommunicated to his Face by Saint Ambroſe, who 
was his Subject: And Excommunion is the utmoſt 
of Eccleſiaſtical Judicature,, a Spiritual putting to 
Death. But this, ye will fay, was only an Exam-' 
ple. Read then the Story; and it will appear, both 
that Ambroſe avouch'd it tor the Law ot God, and 
Tbeodoſſas Confeſt it of his own accord to be ſo ; and 
that the Law of God as not to be mad: void in bim, for 
any reference to bi Imperial Power, From hence, not 
to be tedions, I ſhall paſs into our own Land of Bri- 
tain ; and ſhow that Subjects here have exercis d the 
utmoſt of Spiritual Judicature, and more than Spiri- 
tual againſt their Kings, his Predeceſſors. Vertiger 
for committing inceſt with his Daughter, dns ty 
Saint German, at that time his Subject, Cursd and 
Condemn d in a Britiſh Council about the Year 448 3 
and thereupon ſoon after was depos'd, Mauricw a 
King in Wales, for breach of Oath, and the Mur- 
ther of Cynetas, was Excommunicated, and Curſt 
with all his Off-fpring, by Oudecews Biſhop of Las- 
re f in full Synod, about the Year 560; and not 
ca- reſtor'd, till he had repented- Morcant another 
its, King in Wales, having Slain Frioc his Uncle, was 
fain to come in Perſon and receive Judgment from 
the fame Biſhop and his Clergy ; who upon his Pe- 
hitence acquitted himi, for no other cauſe than leſt 
the Kingdom ſhould — of a Succeflor i

the Royal Line. Theſe Examples are of the Pri- 
mittve, Britiſh, and Epiſcopal Church; long e're 
they had any Commerce or Communion with the 
Church of Rowe. What Power afterward of depo- 
ling Kings, and ſo conſequently: of putting them to 
Death, was aſſum'd and ptactisd by the Canon- 
Law, I omit as a thing generally known. Certain- 
ly if whole Councils at the Romiſh Church have 
in the midſt of their dimneſs. diſcern'd ſo much of 
Truth, as to Decree at Conſtance, and at Baſil, and 
many of them to avouch at Trent alſo; that a Coun- 
eil is above the Pope, and may judge him, tho' by 
them not deny 'd to be the Vicar of Chriſt, we in 
our clearer light may be aſham'd not to diſcern ſur- 
ther, that a Parliament is, by all equity and right, 
above a King, and may judge him, whoſe Reaſons 
and Pretenſions to hold of God only, as his immedi- 
ate Vicegerent, we know how far tetch'd they are, 
and infufficient. . *ag 

As for the Laws of Man, it would ask a Volume 
to repeat all that might be Cited in this Point a- 
gainſt hiin from all Antiquity. In Greece, Oreſtes the 
Son of Agamemmon, and by Succeſſion King of Ar- 
ges, was in that Country Judg'd and Condemn to 
Death for killing his Mother; whence eſcaping, he 
Was Judg'd again, tho? a Stranger, before the Great 
Counſel of Areopegas in Athens. And this memora- 
ble Act of Judicature, was the firſt that braught the 
Juſtice of that Grave Senate into Fame and High 
Eſtimation over all Greece for many Ages after. And 
in the ſame City Tyrants were to undergo Legal 
Sentence by the Laws of Selon. The Kings of Spar- 
ta; tho deſcended lineally from Hercules, eſteem da 
God among them, were oft'n Judged, and ſome- 
times put to Death by the moſt Juſt and Renowned 
Laws of Lycurgas ; who, tho* a King, thought it 
moſt unequal to bind his Subjects by any Rm, 
EZ] - ' * Wulle 
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which he Boünd not himſelf. In Rome the Laws 
made by Valeria Publicola, and what the Senate de- 
creed againſt Nero, that he ſhould be Judg'd and Pu- 
niſh'd according to the Laws of their Anceſtors, and 
what in like manner was decreed againſt other Em- 
perors, is vulgarly known. And that the Civil Law 
warrants like Power of Judicature to Suhjects againſt 
Tyrants, is written clearly by the beſt and famouſeſt 
Civilians, For if it was decreed by. Theodgfims, and 
ſands yet firm in the Code of Fuftinianz that the 
Law is above the Emperor, then certainly the Em- 
peror being under Law, the Law. may Judge him, 
and if Judge him, may Puniſh him proving Tyran- 
nous: How elſe is the Law above him, or to what 
purpoſe. Theſe are neceſſary Deductions ; and 
thereafrer hath been done in all Ages and King- 
doms, oftner than tobe here recited. FS 
But what need we any further ſearch after the 
Laws of other Lands, for that which is ſo fully and 
lo plainly ſet.down lawful in our own. Where An- 
cient Books tell us, Bracton, Heta, and others, that 
the King is under Law, and Inferiour to his Court 
of Parliament ; that altho' his Place to do Faftice be 
higheſt, yet that he ſtands as liable to receive Fuſtices 
as the meaneſt of his Kingdom. Nay Aﬀred the 
moſt worthy King, and by ſome accounted firſt Ab- 
ſolute Monarch of the Saxons here, ſo Ordain'd ; as 
is Cited out of an Ancient Law-Book call'd the Mir- 
ur; in Rights of the Kingdom, f: 31. Where it is Com- 
plain d on, As the Sovereign abuſe of all, that the Kin 
ſhould be deem d above the Law, whereas be ought to 
Subje ta it by bus Oath: Of which Oath Anciently 
it. was the leaſt Clauſe, that the King ſhould be as lia- 
le, and obedient to ſuffer Right, as others of bu People. 
And indeed it were but Fond and Senſeleſs, that 
the King, ſhould be accountable to every Petty Suit 
in leſſer Courts, as we all know he was, and not bg

" As for the Covenant, if that be meant, certainly 
no Diſcreet Perſon can imagine it ſhould bind us to 
him in any ricter Senſe then thoſe, Oaths formerly. 
The Acts of Hoſtility which we receiv'd from him, 
were no ſuch dear Obligements, that we ſhould owe 
him more eglty, ang defence for being our Enemy, 
than we could, before when we took him only for a 
King. They were accus'd by him and bis Patty to 
pretend Liberty and Reformation, but to have no 
other end than to make themſelves Great, and to 
deſtroy the King's Perſon and Authority. For 
which Reaſon, they added that third Article, teſtify- 
ing to the World, that as they were reſolv'd to en- 
deayour firſt a Reformation in the Church, to ex- 
tirpate Prelacy, to preſerve the Rights of Parliament, 
and the Liberties of the Kingdom, ſo they intended 
ſo far as jt. might conſiſt with the Preſeryation and 
Defence of thele, to preſerve the Kings Pexſon and 
Authority ; but not otherwiſe. As far as this comes 
to, they.
